od of the old “Feather Duster leg- 
islature,” in the turbulent days aft- 
-er the civil war before the present 
form of district government was or- 
ganized. Tonight was the first time 
that the reports of cavalry had pa- 
trolled the streets since March 3, 
1913, when police refused to stop 
woman suffrage demonstrations. 

The outbreaks started Saturday 
night following a series of attacks 
on _ white women, several murders, 
scores of robberies and general law- 
lessness. Several hundred soldiers, 
sailors and marines joined together 
Saturday night to search for a ne- 
gro suspected of attacking the wife 
of an employee of the naval avia- 
tion bureau. Unable to find him, 
they made their way to the center 
of the city, where they vented their 
anger on any negro they happened 
to meet. — 

The provost guard and police re- 
serves ‘had been called out early that 
evening, but the disturbances con- 
tinued. Negroes were taken from 
street cars and passing automobiles 
and beaten. Numerous brawls oc- 
curred on Pennsylvania avenue and 
in other streets of the business dis- 
trict. Fifteen negroes were injured 
so serious that they were taken to 
hospitals. Patrolman McGrath was 
shot in the breast and several white 
men were cut and bruised, 


Continued Unabated. 


The outbreaks continued unabat- 
ed until several hours after mid- 
night and were renewed with in- 
creased ferocity Sunday night. Ne- 
groes who ventured into the busi- 
ness districts were chased and bent- 
en, while it was unsafe for white 
persons to venture into negro resi- 
dential sections. Police were calicd 
into widely separated parts of the 
city to stop incipient riots, and calls 
were sent for marines and soldiers 
to aid in the work of patrolling the 
streets, 

Officers of the army and navy 
today declared that there was no 
proof that enlisted men were in- 
citing and participating in the riots, 
but stated that if such was found 
to be the case, steps would be taken 
to prevent them leaving the camps. 
Secretary Daniels directed officers 
in the Washington district to spare 
no effort to prevent participation 
of men wearing uniform. 

The district authorities issued a 
statement today pointing out the 
action which had been taken by 
government authorities in checking 
the outbreaks and urging the people 
to remain in their homes tonight 
unless it was absolutely necessary 
for them to leave. 

Leaders in the house and senate 
announced tonight that congres- 
sional inquiries would be started 
tomorrow to fix the responsibility 
for the riots and to formulate plans 
for preventing further outbreaks. 
Meetings of the district committee 
of both chambers will be held, it 
was stated, and the city commis- 
sioners and police officials will be 
called into conference. 

. Negroes Begin to Retaliate. 


The attacks by the service men 
on negroes.were so general that 
uniformed negro policemen were 
detached from duty and sent home 
by the authorities. 

Just about noon today the ne- 
groes gave the first evidence of re- 
taliation. Four blacks in an au- 
tomobile drove up to the naval hos- 
.pital in Potomac park, not far from 
the white house, and fired four 
shots .at the sentry. Then thev 
whisked their machine around the 
street corner and fired four more 
shots at inmates on the hospital 
all of them sick: and 
wounded sailors and marines. The 
machine and its party got away. 
The shots all went wild. 

Under the auspices of the national 
race congress, a mass meeting of 
negroes assembled this afternoon 
to act on resolutions protesting 
against the attacks upon them. 


Rioting Continued All Night. 


The rioting continued all through 
Sunday night. While the police stood 
apparently powerless, the uniformed 
men seized and beat negroes at 
points all along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue between the = and the 
white house, and when they had 
finished for the night let it be 
known that they ‘ntended to meet 
‘again tonight “to finish up the. job.”

Accord- 
ingly, last night the service men 
appeared in little bands and began 
dealing: out beatings to negroes 
wherever they appeared. One who 
shouted at the marchers from a 
trolley car was dragged off and 
knocked insensible; another was 
laid out within a hundred yards of 
the entrance of the white house. 
All up and down the avenue there 
were similar encounters in which 
the negroes finally fled in terror. 


Mebs Threaten te Return. 


Police and a small provost guard 
attempted interference and arrest- 
ed about ten of the white men. The 
general activity of the bands 
stopped early this morning when 
the soldiers, sailors and marines 
were forced to return to their quar- 
ters because their leaves had ex- 
pired. 

When they retired for the night 
the service men declared they would 
sally forth again this evening and 
invited any white men who wished 
to join them. 

Police and hospitals records to- 
day showed that scores of negroes 
were injured. More than a dozen 
negroes, some of them’ suffering 
from severe beatings at the hands 
of mobs, were treated at hospitals 
and scores were cared for at their 
thomes, 

Most of the injured negroes were 
set upon singly or in pairs, but the 
more serious of the clashes were 
between mobs and crowds of ne- 
groes who had assembled at sev- 
eral points. 


GREAT BRITAIN FACES 
GRAVE LABOR ISSUES 


Danger Lies in Lack of Con- 
fidence Placed by Work- 
ers in the Government. 


(The Constitution—London Times — Philadeiph 
Public Ledger Service, Copyright, 1919.) -_ 


London, July 21.—Joseph BEB. Her- 
bert, labor expert for The Times, 
has written for The Constitution an 
analysis of the labor situation in the 
United Kingdom as follows: 


“The labor issues maturing in the 
next few weeks are bigger than any 
Great Britain has yet had to face. 
Lhe labor organizations are bigze1 
than they were before the war. La- 
bor ideas are ‘bigger. On the one 
hand we have organized workers 
like a strong man with determina- 
tion; on the other hand employers’ 
organizations were never better fi- 
nanced or better consolidated. Left 
to themselves a terrible conflict 
would be inevitable and would be 
tought as a.war of extermination by 
each side. 

“It probably would end in the ex- 
haustion of both sides but there is 
a third party vitally interested in 
keeping peace, namely, the general 
public, whose trustees are the gov-~ 
ernment. The present cabinet has 
not yet shown anything like broad, 
Sympathetic, progressive policy to- 
wards labor and independents are 


wards capital which will be needed 
if disaster is to be averted. Whether 
the government will have foresight 
and courage to do their duty is 
Premier Lloyd-George’s secret. The 
outcry against the state to purchase 
coal mines and the indecision of the 
ministers of this test question of 
their democratic good will create a 
strong suspicion that without dras- 
tic changes in the composition of 
the cabinet, the government will 
fail to satisfy labor. Labor, there-~ 
fore, will await eagerly the fore-~ 
shadowed re-shuffling of the cabj- 
net before taking extreme steps. 


Lack of Confidence. 


“The danger in the present situ- 
ation is the increasing want of con- 
fidence among the workers in the 
government and in the parliament. 
The majority of the British trade 
unionists still retain some trust in 
the house of commons and the min- 
isters, but unless the house and the 
cabinet produce convincing evidence 
that they intend to give workmen 
all they can legitimately claim, re- 
spect for the existing system of 
government will inevitably disinte- 
grate.” 

If, and. when that happens we 
Britishers shall find ourselves star- 
ing into the face of revolution, Mr. 
Lloyd-George might decide that the 
present house of commons is too 
one-sided to carry out real progres- 
sive measures. The shrewdest 
course would be to dissolve parlia- 
ment and give the working class 
electors a clear field for the elec~ 
tioris anew. Of the 20,000,000 British 
electors, at least 14,000,000 are work- 
men and workmen’s wives. Labor, 
therefore, if it chooses, can control 
the existing constitutional machine.

One hundred armed sailors and 
eighteen marines were sent from 
the naval base and began patrolling 
the streets. re

Paris, July 21.—The Austrian peace 
delegates in Paris who, since May 
14, have been waiting impatiently 
to learn the peace conditions, . re-.

displayed by the allies. It is ad- 
mitted that the Vienna government 
had been encouraged to anticipate 
milder treatment than was accorded 
Germany by relief agents whose 
mission it was to end permanently 
all danger of fusion between the 
two Teuton nations, but as the pres- 
ent leaders of the Agstrian people 
persistently desire union with Ger- 
many, for which they are making 
all possible. preparations, the allied 
plenipotentiaries substituted strict 
justice for clemency with the re- 
sults embodied in the treaty.

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Policy of the President in 
Sending Message Urg- 
ing Georgia Legislature 
to Ratify the Suffrage 

. Amendment Attacked. | 


Bitterly attacking the ratification 
of the Susan’ B.. Anthony suffrage 
amendment by Georgia, Senator J. 
J. Flynt sought Monday f morning 
to ‘bring about the defeat of the 


| resolution at an early moment. He 


took the floor after Senator George 
Glynn had finished a plea for rati- 
fication conducted for four days by 
Senators Elders; Dorris, Pittman and 
lastly Glynn. 

In speaking against the ratifica- 
tion Mr. Flynt declared that the 
mafority of the senate would stand 
like a stone waii against the argu- 
ment advanced by the suffrage fac- 
tion and kill the resolution. He 
made a strong attack against the 
policy of President Wilson in send- 
ing the telegram urging ratifica- 
tion in Georgia, renouncing Presi- 
dent Wilson’s suffrage policy. 

“It is not a question of suffrage 
which moves the majority of the 
senate to stand like a rock wall 
deaf to the. pleas for ratification,” 
Senator Flynt declared. “It is for 
the protection of our mothers, sis- 
ters and daughters that we make 
this stand.’ 

Violates State Rights. 

“We are nof willing to have 
rammed down our throat this 
amendment to the constitution 
which violates that sacred principle 
of state’s rights and the spirit of 
which is in direct opposition to 
every principle for which the demo- 
cratic party stands.” 

In. answering the point raised by 
his opponents—that in killing the 
amendment Georgia was giving the 
democratic party a stab in the 
back—he declared, “If the life of 
the democratic party depends on the 
passage of this bill it is time for 
the party to die because this bill 
works in direct opposition to the 
fundamental principles oof our 
party.” 

He then turned to attack Wil- 
son’s policy in advocating the rati- 
fication in Georgia by a telegram 
which he declared to be “dicta- 
torial,” and a personal message to 
the governor which he said should 
not have been read in the senate. 
“When Woodrow Wilson refused to 
advocate the Susan 8B. Anthony 
amendment in the fight waged on 


+ it in congress, stating that it was 


a question upon which the state 
should act separately, I thought 
him to be a great man and was 
willing to follow him. But now 
when he sends us this advice he is 
trampling the constitutional rights 
of the states to earth and we 
should turn away from his war-time 
leadership. When the whole coun- 
try was following him during the 
war times it was imperative that 
we should follow but now that the 


war is over and when he attacks 
state rights we should turn asidé 
and look for gq new leader.” 


Vote Cast by Harris. 


In speaking of the fact that Sen- 
ator Harris was one of the two 
southern senators to vote ivr the 
bill in congress, he declared “Har- 
ris voted for it because Wilson said 
so, and had I been in his position 
I would have voted likewise, be- 
cause had it not been for the voice 
of Woodrow Wilson in war times 
he would never have been in a posi- 
tion to vote either way.” 

He further declared that the en- 
actment of the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment would create a race 
peril in the southern states, He 
declared “the amendment was 
mothered by Susan B. Anthony and 
her kind of northern women who 
were close associates of Thad Stev- 
ens and Stephen Douglas and who 
sought to put the black heel on the 
white neck and place the southern 
negro in power.” 

A continuation of the fight will 
be held Tuesday with Senator Flynt 
opening up at 11 o’clock. It is very 
likely that a final vote on the rati- 
fication amendment will be taken 
before time of adjournment at one. 


AMERICAN ATTITUDE | 
REGARDING SHANTUNG 


Paris, July 21.—The letter signed 
by Secretary of State Lansing, Hen- 
ry White and General Bliss, of the 
American peace delegation, advising 
against the turning of Shantung over 
to Japan, was submitted before the

GOMPERS WILL SPEAK 
TQ ADVERTISING MEN 


Will Discuss Relation of Em- 
ployer to Employee—Cap- 
ital Will Also Be Heard. 


New York, July 21.—(Special.)— 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, has 
accepted a place on the program of 
the world eonvention of advertis- 
ing, to be held in New Orleans, Sep- 
tember 21 to 25, as a participant in 
a conference which will undertake 
to -determine, first, the terms upon 
which the employer and employee 
can agree and thereby insure in- 
creased production, and, second, 


what advertising can do to help pro- 
mote such an understanding be- 
tween capital and labor as will make 
greater production possible. 

To imsure prosperity, we must 
have not only such production as 
marked the period of the war, but 
it must be increased still further, 
for the purchasing power of the 
pecple, upon which markets must 
be based, is directly controlled by 
what they can produce for the mar- 
kets of the world, 

Capital Representative. 

Mr. Gompers, speaking for labor, 
will be followed by an employer 
equally high as a representative of 
capital, and it is also planned to 
have a man of international repu- 
tation present a summary of these 
two addresses, on the following day, 
outlining the things upon which 
capital and labor agree. 

Following this summary, it will 
be the plan to show, through the 
actual experience of business con- 
cerns, how adyertising has been 
employed to weld employer and em- 
ployee together, and induce them 
to work to a common end of greater 
production and greater prosperity. 

It was announced at the head- 
quarters offices of the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the World here 
today that the advertising conven- 
tion, this year, would, as has been 
the custom in the past, comprise de- 
partmental meetings representing 
the various interests in advertis- 
ing, and that these departmentals, 
or separate conventions, meeting in 
the afternoons, will take up for 
discussion the same general theme, 
each endeavoring to discover how 
it can advance the movement for 
the application of advertising to the 
great problem of continued and in- 
creased production. 

Advertising Exhibit. 


In connection with the national 
exhibit of advertising, which is a 
feature of the annual meetings, it 
is hoped to have several exhibits of 
advertising used by manufacturers, 
retailers and other employers in 
bringing worker and employer to a 
better understanding of their prop- 
er relationships. 

“By no means has the effect of 
such advertising been to educate the 
working man alone,” said P. 8 Flo- 
rea, executive manager of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs. “When- 
ever a company has advertised for 
the purpose of creating a better 
spirit, it has been faced, first, with 
the fact that before it could adveér- 
tise it would be compelled to adopt 
policies fair to its mén, and it has 
realized that many steps are neces- 
sary to establish ahd maintain the 
proper relaticnship between em- 
ployer and worker. And such ad- 
vertising campaigns as we believe 
will grow out of this discussion at 
the New Orleans meeting will not 
be designed to influence the worker 
alone, for in many instances, the 
employer needs to be educated quite 
as much as does the worker.” 


VARIOUS OCCUPATIONS 
TAUGHT DISABLED MEN 


Washington, July 21.—The ques- 
tion as to where disabled ex-service 
men are being re-educated is an- 
swered by the fact that 5,077 dis- 
abled soldiers, sailors and marines 
under the direction of the federal 
board for, vocational education are 
in training in more than seven hun- 
dred different institutions through- 
out the country. Five hundred and 
‘forty-six schools and colleges now 
number wounded soldiers among 
their students, and one hundred 


and ninety-eight commercial and 
industrial establishments have dis- 
abled men on their force learning 
the trade. In order to give the men 
the kind of courses they want as 
near rg homes as possible, the 
federal board for vocational educa- 
tion has selected all types of insti- 
tutions for their training. Blie- 
mentary schools and state univer- 
sities, the small service station and 
the manufacturing establishments 
of the newest type of automobiles, 
YY.

Frank Gerber, National 
President of Canners’ 
Association, Admits Ef- 
fort to Withhold Canned 
Good s—Sales Force 
Leaves for Europe to 

-$ell Supplies of War 
Departmient.

Washington, July 21.—An effort 
to explain why the canning inter- 
ests of the country induced the army 
to withhold from the market this 
season almost 400,000,000 cans of 
vegetables, salmon, pork and beans, 
was made today by Frank Gerber, 
president of the National Canners’ 
association, at a hearing of a house 
subcommittee investigating war de- 
partment expenditures. His state- 
ments were not noteworthy for 
their convincing quality. They fol- 
lowed closely in substance testimony 
given by war department officials 
and others who have endeavored to 
clear the mystery. Members of the 
subcommittee remain skeptical. 

While the hearing was in_prog- 


ress Secretary. of War Baker, at the 
eenter of the executive branch of 
government, announced the depar- 
ture for Europe today of C. Willing 
Hare, director of sales of the divi- 
sion of purchase, storage and traf- 
fic, and a staff of 22 experts. This 
body will try to sell over there the 
surplus of army supplies. ‘It is said 
to include a portion of the 400,000,- 
000 cans of vegetables if satisfac- 
tory prices for this material cannot 
be obtained in this country. 


Double Profits. 


That the canning interests used 
their strongest influence to keep 
this large amount of food off the 
market in order to make double 
profits, was charged by Chairman 
Reavis, of the subcommittee, and 
he tried his best to get Mr. Gerber 
to admit this charge. His questions 
were pressed so sharply that Rep- 
resentative Donovan, a democratic 
member, took up a defense of the 
witness. Mr. Donovan interceded 
for Mr. Gerber several times dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

After making qualifications, the 
witness admitted the profits of his 
own company, the Freemont, Mich., 
Canning company, were larger in 
1918 than they had ever been before. 

“How is it, then,” asked Mr. Rea- 
vis, “that after you had made this 
large profit, you asked the govern- 
ment to withhold from the market 
all this food?” 

Quoting from a letter he had sent 
to the quartermaster general, Mr. 
Gerber replied: 

“After the armistice retail mer- 
chants became panicky because of 
an unreasoned fear that food prices 
might go down and they might can- 
cel their contracts with the jobbers. 
That, of course, would.curtail pro- 
duction and have a depressing effect 
on growers,” 

He started to explain that the 
price to growers on all their prod- 
ucts was affected by the govern- 
ment guarantee of a high wheat 
pirce to farmers, but was cut short 
by Mr. Reavis, who asked: 


Keep Prices Up. 


“In other words, speaking of the 


retail merchants, any sane man 
would know if you kept this supply 
of canned goods off the market the 
pirces would not go down?’ 

The witness evaded, but gressed 
by the chairman, finally said yes. 

“Was it in your mind if these 
products were put on the market the 
action would cut the general price 
of food?’ 

Again Mr. Gerber hesitated., Then 
he said that if the supplies had 
gone upon the market this season 
only food speculators would have 
benefited, and general production 
would have decreased. . 

It was recalled that the request to 
the quartermaster corps had not 
been made until March of this year. 
The witness was asked in an appar- 
ently casual manner if contracts 
with growers were not made last 
f..ll, or not later than January or 
February of this year. 

“Generally speaking, yes,” Mr. Ger- 

ber answered. 
“Then how would the genders 
3 the canned goods have affecte 
this season’s production?” was the 
next question. 

The witness hedged. Then'‘he said 
that lots of these contracts were not 
made until spring—especially toma- 
to contracts, 

It was brought out that the can- 
ning interests had made a second 
request of the quartermaster gen- 
eral’s office—a request to announce 
there would be no surplus of army | 
food supplies this season—and that, 
this request met ready compliance 
by Colonel A, M. Davis, director of 
storage. 

“Didn’t you know, Mr. Gerber, that 
the high cost of living was a seri- 
ous problem for the great mass of 
people of the country, that food 
prices were going up steadily and 
that this condition meant. unrest 
and trouble everywhere?” the chair- 
man asked. 

Not Suffering for Food. 

“T have seen no statement in the 
press that the people are suffering 
for food,” the head of the canning 
associataion answered. This state- 
ment he repeated under further in- 
quiry. 

The witness then denied the state- 
ment that the government had 400,- 
000,000 cans $f surplus food, madé 
at a hearing last week by Director 
Sales Hare. It was his opinion that 
the government had not more than 
200,000,000 cans. 

Do you mean to say that 200,000,- 
000 cans—two cans per pérson for 
every inhabitant of the country— 
were put on the market that the 
price of canned goods would not be 
lowered?” Mr. Reavis asked. 

“No, I think the speculators would 
have profited,” said Mr. Gerber. “The 
jobbers simply would have with- 
held the goods from the retailer 
until all the goods bought at a high 
price from the jobber had been dis- 
posed of to the consumer. 

The hearing will be continued to- 
morrow morning when Quartermas 
ter General Rogers will testify. Mr. 
Gerber and Frank Gormll, secreta- 
ry of the National Canners’ associa- 
tion, will resume testimony at an 
afternoon session. 

Hare Has Full Authority.

an anarchist, developed nothing in 
the way of views or ideas.differing — 
from those expressed on the stand 
last week. 

‘The manufacturer was interrogat- 
ed by Attorney Elliott G. Stevenson, 
senior counsel for The Tribune, 
while Attorneys Alfred Lucking and 
Alfred G. Murphy maintained their 
accustomed fire of objections. The 
elimination of argument over ob- 
jections was adopted as a means of 
speeding up the trial, the record of 
which now runs close to 1,500,000 
words. ax, 

In his preliminary questions, Mr, 
Stevenson reminded the witness that 
he had defimed an anarchist as one 
who throws bombs, or seeks to- 
overthrow government, and endeayv~- 
ored to get Mr. Ford to admit that 
the situation along the Mexican bor- 
der in 1915, when he opposed mob- 
ilization of the national guard, was 
in fact anarchy. In this the lawyer 
did not succeed. 

Ford’s Idea of Anarchy. 

“Haven't you any kind of an idea 
as to what anarchy is?’ Mr. Steven- 
son asked. 

“I kind of have an idea that an 
anarchist is one who throws bombs 
and—well, against the government,” 
replied the witness.

The Mexicans Were in 
Civilian Clothes and Two 
of Them Were Armed 
With Rifles. 


TAMPICO AUTHORITIES 
EXPRESS DEEP REGRET 


‘And Say Every Effort Is 
Being Made to Catch the 
Bandits— Texas Wants 
to Protect Self If Fed- 
eral Govefnment Can’t 
Guard Border. 


Washington, July 21.—The Mexi- 
can situation occupied the atten- 
tion of both the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches of the government 
today. 

Tension which was evident at the 
state department when first reports 
were received Saturday of the rob- 
bing of sailors manning a small 
boat from the American monitor 
Cheyenne on the Temesi river July 
6 was relieved somewhat by a more 
detailed account of the incident re- 
ceived from Commander Finney, of 
the cruiser Topeka, flagship of the 
American naval forces at Tampico. 

The report said. the sailors, who 
were on official] duty, were held up 
by three men in civilian Clothing, 
two of whom carried rifles, and 
that when informed of the incident, 
the Mexican government authorities 
at Tampico had expressed deep re- 
gret and promised to attempt to 
establish the identity of the thieves. 
It was added, however, that up to 
the present these attempts had been 
fruitless. 

American Concern Robbed. 

Before this. dispatch came, the 
state department was advised from 
Tampico that on last Wednesday 
bandits rebbed the Atlantic Refin- 
ing company’s oil loading station at 
Puerto Lobos, near Tampico, of $10,- 
000, which was intended for the com- 
pany’s pay roll. 

Secretary Daniels said today no 
part of the Pacifie fleet, now en 
route to the west weoast, would be 
diverted to Mexican waters, adding 
that if additional forces were need- 
ed they would be drawn from the 
Atlantic fleet. Three American 
warships now are én duty at or 
near Tampico. They are the cruis- 
er Topeka, the gunboat Castine and 
fthe Cheyenne. 

During the day a number of sen- 
ators and representatives called at 
the state department to confer with 
Henry P. Fletcheg, the Ameri@&n am- 
bassador to Mexico, on the situation 
in the southern republic, while the 
senate foreign relations committee 
ordered favorably reported the res- 
olution of Senator King, democrat, 
Utah, calling on the state depart- 
ment for full information as to dep- 
redations against American citizens 
and property in Mexico during re- 
cent years. 

Fall Repeats Charges. 
On the semate floor Senator Fall, 
republican, New Mexico, reiterat- 
ed previous statements that among 
Mexicans killed by American sol- 
diers in répulsing raids across the 
border during the past few months 
were officers and men in uniforms 
of the Mexican federal army. He 
read a telegram giving the names 
of some of the Carranza officers and 
men killed by the Americans. 

Senator Fall said he repeated his 
statements because Brigadier Gener- 
al James B. Erwin, commanding the 
border patrol, had been quoted in. 
an Associated Press dispatch from 
El Paso as saying that no bodies 
wearing Carranza uniforms had 
been found. 

“I desire to reiterate,” declared 
the senator, “that within the last 
several months, that upon either 
seven or eight occasions troopers of 
the Seventh cavalry pursued Mexi- 
cans over the border and upon six 
or seven occasions recovered stolen 
property. I also desire to reiterate 
that Carranza soldiers and officers

| force the prohibition law to give 
due regard to civil service rules, 
while Representative Siegel, repub- 
lican, New York, put through one 
providing that men discharged from 
the military and naval service be 
given first call in making appoint- 
‘ments. : 

Many amendments were defeated, 
and some were ruled out on points 
of order. A fight was made against 
the section permitting the manufac- 
ture of beverages containing less 
than one-half of one per cent alco- 
hol, after the house had adopted an 
amendment to incgide any liquid 
such as beer, ale, porter or wine. 


If Not Intoxicating. 


An amendment by Mr. Igoe, which 
would make valid tne Gerense or a 
person charged with violation of the 
prohibition law, if he proved that 
such liquor or beverage was not in- 
toxicating, was defeated 78 to 36. 

There was not as much speech- 
making as on previous days, the 
temper of the house being such that 
it was not inclined to listen to ar- 
guments. The one speech since tne 
beginning of debate was by Repre- 
sentative Mann, former republican 
floor leader who opposed the elimi- 
nation of the provision permitting a 
person to have liquor in his posses- 
sion for private use. 

“By preventing the manufacture, 
transportation and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors,” Mr. Mann said “we 
are enforcing the amendment as it 
should be. But when we say what 
a man should do with a bottle of 
man in his home we are going too 
ar.” 

Mr. Mann provoked great applause 
by declaring that while the gov- 
ernment went a long way during 
the war in sending its agents into 
private homes, the country wanted 
no more of that, with a bottle of 
beer as the object of such invasion.” 

When the house went to work 
with roll call votes on some of the 
amendments over which there had 
been prolonged fighting, it first re- 
jected, 274 to 74, an amendment 
adopted Saturday night which would 
have given state officers power to 
issue search warrants in liquor 
cases. It wag opposed by both fac- 
tions on the ground that it was 
unconstitutional. 


Search and Seizure Section. 


While the house modified the bill 
to the extent of eliminating the sec- 
tion giving courts power to demand 
bonds from persons convicted of vio- 
lating the liquor law, it evened 
things up by adopting a drastic 
amendment to the search and seiz- 
ure section. This provision was pre- 
sented by Representative Barkley, 
democrat, Kentucky, and added to 
the provision relating to search of 
private dwelling the words “unless 
it is being used for the unlawful 
sale of intoxicating liquors. 
amended the section reads: 

“No search warrant shall issue to 
search any private dwelling occupied 
as such unless it is being used for 
the unlawful sale of intoxicating 
liquors, or unless it is in part used 
for some business purpose such as 
a store, shop, Lap soNee restaurant, ho- 
tel or boardin ouse.

The legis- 
lative committee: was instructed to 
act in this matter. 


Treatment of Nurses. 


The third resolution embodied a 
protest against the treatment of 
American nurses in the war and 
stated the purpose of the federation 
to aid the nurses in their campaign 
for government commissions. The 
fourth resolution put the federation 
on record as expressing its respect 
and confidence in the Y. W. C. A. 
and its thanks to that body for its 
aid in establishing the National 
Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s clubs.

Senator Spencer, of Missourl, to- 
day sent to Senator Lodge; chairman 
of the foreign relations committee, 
the draft of a resolution of ratifi- 
cation, ~ outlinine five suegested 
reservations. They include the 
elimination of the Shantung pro- 
vision, reservation of the Monroe 
doctrine, reservation of all domestic 
questions to the United States, the 
right to withdraw from the league 
of nations at any time, and an 
amendment to Article X, defining 
the extent to which the United 
States would be obligated under the 
forign wars. 

Senator Jones, democrat, of New 
Mexico, introduced in the senate 
today a resolution providing that 
all meetings of the foreign rela- 
tions committee at which the peace 
treaty is discussed, shall be open to 
the public.

' DROPS INTO BANK

tained a height of néarly 2,000 feet 
when the fire, which crept slowly 
up the side of the dirigible, was 
discovered. An attempt was made 
to change the ¢ourse of the biimp 
and it began to move slowly toward 
the downtown district. 

Suddenly the balloon was en- 
veloped in flames and when about 
800 feet above the bank building it 
collapsed and fell to the top of the

light. | 

An explosion followed in which 
the entire banking room was 
wrecked, members of the clerical 
force being thrown to the floor and 
to the side of the room by the force 
of the explosion. 

John Boettner, assistant pilot of 
the balloon, was taken into custody 
tonight. Coroner Hoffman tonight 
empaneled a jury preparatory to 
opening an ee of the ex- 
plosion. 

Persons who ibhaai the de- 
parture of the balloon from Grant 
park reported that a gasoline blow 
torch was applied to the propellers 
before the dirigible rose into the 
air in order to remove surplus oil 
from around the propeller bearings. 

Thousands Saw Flight. : 

The dirigible was the property of 
the Goodyear Tire ani Rubber com- 
pany, of Akron, Ohio. 

Thousands of persons throughout 
the loop had witnessed the balloon’s 
flight. Its passage westward from 
the lake was marked by pedes- 
trians and many stories of eye-wit- 
nesses of the catastrophe are being 
collected by the police in the hope 
that some light may be thrown on 
the cause of the disaster. 

Most of the stories agree that the 
explosion occurred at m height of

will meet the educational needs of 
the state for the next twenty-five 
Fears. 

The measures which met with fa- 
vor are the local school tax bill, 
passed by the last senate and lost 
in the final rush of the house; the 
school code bill, codifying all school 


laws of the staté, ana the bill to cut 
down adult illiteracy in the state. 


All of these passed the large com- 
mittee with only one dissenting 
vote, which indicates their strength 
in the house. 

The local school tax bill, which 
was strongly advocated last year, 
provides for a local tax throughout 
the state to be used for education in 
the various counties of the state.

German and Austrian 
Financial Reparation 
. Is Made Collective

insistance the financial responsibil- 
ity of Austria and Germany for rep- 
arrations has been rendered collec- 
tive.

BERLIN ENJOYS LULL 
IN RAGING EMOTIONS 


Things Are Quiet With Noth- 
ing to Remind One of 
Recent Disorders. 


(The Constitution—London Times — Philadelphia 
Public Ledger Service, Copyright, 1919.) 

Berlin, July’ 21.—This city is en- 
joying for a moment the lull in 
the storm of political emotions which 
has raged about it so long. 
Strangers arriving today would nev- 
er guess from the external appear- 
ance of the capital that so much 
history should be made here in the 
last few months to say nothing of 
the last five years. 

All is quiet and apparently nor- 
mal. In these glorious July days 
the city is flooded in sunshine from 
morning until night. The test is a 
searching one, buy, the city emerges 
from it not unsuccessful consider- 
ing the enforced neglect of paint- 
ing and repairs during the war. As 
for damage occasioned by excesses 
of revolution its traces must be 
sought for to be seen. Indeed at the 
first glance today Berlin ts steeped 
in the placidity of a provincial town 
in the piping times of peace. in 
Unter den Linden the lime trees 
are in full bloom and the air is 
laden with their perfume. The pub- 
lic gardens are cared for properly, 
the beds of scarlet flowers and the 


| long borders showing up brilliant- 


ly against the neatly mown grass 
of green lawns stretching away into 
the distance. The verdure of the 
tier garten and the gelten is restful 
to the eye and speaks of anything 
but war. 


Hindenburg’s Statue. 


One does not think of war when 
one passes the statues of Moltke 
and Bismarck in their accustomed 
places in the Konigsplatz, for they 
seem to belong to a period as re- 
mote as that of Charlemagne, and 
it is with something of a shock that 
one suddenly comes upon the iron 
statue of Hindenburg with the rush 
of recent memories it evokes. It 
stands there a colossal somber fig- 
ure, doubtless some day to be re- 
moved, but while it remains a sin- 
gular landmark of history, 

Open air cafes and beer gardens 
are thronged with visitors and as 
one passes in a taxi or Drosehke 
one catches strains of “‘Tannhauser” 
or other favorite music played by 
orchestras engaged by every one 
of these places of popular resorts. 

Indeed what strikes one as much 
as anything about the Berlin of to- 
day is the immense amount of music 
to be heard. Every restaurant ano 
cafe and beer house has its band 
and that helps to impart to the city 
that air of unreality which invests 
it, for all those eternal signs are 
obviously misleading. The blockade 
and its effects are subject of uni- 
versal conversation even now when 
little by little things are improving. 
One sees many discharged soldiers 
peddling English and American 
cigarettes and American chocolate 
from occupied regions and it would 
seem that very large quantities of 
those commodities have found their 
way into Berlin. 

Salutes Exchanged. 

There is a strange contrast be- 
tween the rigid military discipline 
of former days and the go-as-you- 
please bearing of the soldiers of to- 
day. In Berlin the salute is given 
to officers and officers return it 
with punctiliousness, leaving nothing 
to be desired by the most captious, 
but the men are as though relieved 
of an incubus. 

I saw two guards standing before 
one of the principal military build- 
ings in eBrlin and a short conversa- 
tioh ensued in the course of which 
I asked if they thought the republic 
would remain. They replied: 

“Yes, ; : 
but it really doesn’t matter 
whether it stays or not provided we 
can get some one to govern us prop- 
erly.

Washington, July 21.—President 
Wilson was in a weakened but no 
wise serious condition tonight after 
having spent the day in bed with 
acute dysentery. Rear Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, his personal phy- 
sician, said the president had been 
in considerable pain during the 
day, and had been very uncomfor- 
table.” Admiral Grayson said he 
would insist that Mr. Wilson re- 
main in bed until he had completely 
recovered. 

The president’s appointments for 
tomorro with republican senators 
had not been postponed tonight, 
but at the white house it was con- 
sidered extremely doubtful whether 
Mr. Wilson would be able to keep 
them, 

While none of those close to the 
president would say whether his 
iliness would result in postpone- 
ment of his trip through the west, 
there seemed to be an opinion that 
should the illness be prolonged, it 
could have no other effect. Rear 
Admiral Grayson was uncertain 
when the president might be able to 
resume his duties. 

The president first complained of 
feeling ill Friday, when he went to 
the capitol to confer with Senatoy 
Hitchcock,+ of Nebraska, ranking 
democratic member of the foreign 
relations committee. He told Sec- 
retary Tumulty then he was slight- 
ly indisposed, and expressed his 
intention of going ‘down the Po- 
tomac over the week-end, in the 
belief that a change of air might be 
beneficial. During the trip, how- 
ever, the weather was stormy and 
damp, and Mr. Wilson appears to 
have contracted ae slight cold 
When he,returned from the trip 
this morning he was feeling worse, 
and immediately upon arriving at 
the white house, Rear Admiral 
Grayson diagnosed his ailment as 
acute dysentery and ordered him to 
bed. All appointments for today 
were cancelled, and those who were 
to have called were asked to 
postpone théir visits until tomor- 
row.

It should empower 
and compel law-enforcement au- 
thorities to put an end to the illicit 
distilling and the selling of inhibit- 
ed beverages. 

Stop the manufacture of liquor, 
and cage the blind tiger, and the 
question of the disposal of what 
little liquor may be stored away in 
private homes will solve itself. 

It is in the illicit manufacture 
and sale of liquor that the menace 
to prohibition enforcement lies. It 
is from that quarter alone _ that 
there is danger of the reservoirs 
being kept full, to the peril of the 
prohibition dam. Cut off the in- 
flow, and not only will the out-flow 
be stopped, but it will not be long 
until the whole supply will disap- 
pear. 

Compared with those sources of 
public contamination, the amount 
of liquor that it is possible to be 
stored in homes is but a drop in 
the bucket.”

HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


RICKETS AND FOOD, 

Rickets is a condition of faulty 
nutrition of all the tissues of the 
body including the blood and the 
bones and the nervous system. 

The mafority of children in the 
poorer sections of our cities show 
more or less evidence of rickets. 
Most of the deformities seen in ne- 
gro children in the poorer section 
of the city are caused by rickets, 
due to the lack of fresh milk in 
feeding. 

Signs of rickets rarely appear be- 
fore the sixth month, and seldom 
fail to appear before the second year 
if the disease develops at all. Like 
scurvy, rickets is often encountered 
in the families of the wealthy, where 
ignorance and convenience instead 
of intelligence and care determine 
the feeding of infants. 

Lack of the vitamine furnished in 
fresh milk, unduly prolonged breast 
feeding (nursing after the baby is a 
year old), continuation of nursing by 
the expectant mother, failure to add 
fresh fruit juices and strained cook- 
ed vegetables and fresh meat broths 
to the diet of a baby in the third, 
sixth and ninth months respectively, 
and lack of sufficient sunlight and 
open air life are causes of rickets. 
It is suggested that rickets never 
occurs in young animals in nature, 
though it often occurs in young ani- 
mals in captivity. When fresh raw 
milk, pounded bones and cod liver 
oil were added to the meat diet of 
lion cubs in a zoo the rickets dis- 
appeared for the first time in the 
history of the institution. Fresh raw 
milk, bone marrow, and cod liver’ 
oil, be it noted, are each rich in vita- 
mines. Vitamines are certain uni- 
dentified, but indispensable sub- 
stances present in many natural 
foods. Fresh greens and green vege- 
tables and relishes are rich in vita~ 
mines; therefore asparagus, cooked 
and strained through a sieve, is an 
ideal addition to the diet of a child 
eight months old. 

The rachitic infant is soft, flabby, 
white, though perhaps fat. The hair 
is thin and soft. The child sweats a 
great deal, particularly about the 
head. The head looks too large, the 
frontal eminences being prominent.

Let me quote you in this connec- 
tion an interview with Senator Pitt- 
man, who is young and vigorous, 2 
clear-thinker, and dependable— 

“In this suffrage agitation we 
hear those who oppose the federal 
suffrage amendment say, ‘T am 


against it because the federal gov- 
ernment is trying to force it upon 
us, to force the negro women upon 
us and to take away ours state 
rights.’ Such sayings as these have 
been repeated so much and so loud 
that a great many listeners and 
repeaters are believing them to be 
true. Many of us, at times, seem 
to lose faith in our government, in 
our representatives in congress and 
in the flag to which we have pledged 
our faith, our property and our 
lives. We seem to forget that when 
the states accepted the terms of 
the federal constitution they agreed 
under article 5 of the same that 
the constitution may be amended by 
a two-thirds vote of both houses of 
congress and a three-fourths vote 
of the state legislatures. The con- 
stitutional fathers who adopted that 
article for us were as wise as we, 
and they knew that no nation could 
be formed unless the states of the 
same merged their’ identity. and 
powers into that greatest of all 
documents, the United States consti- 
tution. It defined the rights of the 
states. It fixed the administ..tion 
of the authorities vested in it. 
Without it we could be no nation, 
but with it we are the greatest con- 
federation of powerful states known 
to man. 


“We adopted the 15th amendment 
to the federal constitution which 
said that the vote ‘should not be 


denied a citizen of the United States 
on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude.’ The pro- 
posed 19th amendment to the same 
constitution provides that ‘the right 
of citizens of the United States to 
vote shall not be denied on 
account of sex.’

Attorney G. H. Williams

Washington, July 21.—“The Span- 
ish inquisition was a mild affair 
compared with the injustices done 
at courts-martial during the war,” 
Senator Chamberlain, democrat, of 
Oregon, declared today in introduc- 
ing in the senate a bill that would 
create a board of clemency and re- 
view to go over the sentences im- 
posed on soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines for graver offenses, and that 
would discharge from the army and 
navy prisons with full restitution of 
pay and rights, all who are now 
serving sentences for minor offenses. 

In introducing his bill, Senator 


(The C 


Chamberlain said that there were 
_- 320,000 cases of courts-martial in the 


American army in the United States 
and Frande since April 6, 1917, and 
that 20,000 of these were. general 
courts-martial. He said that he 
would at some future time, show the 
senate the “iniquity” of the’ whole 
present system. 

“Two officers who were respon- 
sible for the injustices,” said Sena- 
tor Chamberlain, “have been assailed 
in the prison yards themselves in 
retributiox.” 


Chamberlain Explains. 

Senator Chamberlain explained his 
bill as follows. : 

“I am advised that the total of the 
sentences imposed by courts-martial 
during the world war passed upon 
American soldiers, was about 28,v00 
years. A clemency board has becn 
appointed by the secretary of war 
without any real authority except to 
make recommendations for reduction 
of sentences. This board has recon:- 
mended a reduction of sentences 
which brings the total down to about 
6,700 years that American soldiers 


_*’ must serve in prisons. The stigma

of conviction is not removed by ac- 
tion of the clemency board, and un- 
der the construction placed upon the 
law by the distinguished secretary 
of war and some of his military ad- 
Visers, there is practically no re- 
visory power over these sentences, 
where the court-martial had juris- 
diction and the proceedings have 
been regular. 

“The purposes of the bill which I 
introduced cannot be more 
briefly stated than they are in the 
bill itself, and they are: First. It 
restores soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines, who have been sentenced by 
courts-martial for convictions not 
felonies, and discharges them auto- 
matically upon their own applicaticn 
as though they had not been convici- 
ed; second, it restores to these men 
the rights of citizenship as though 
they had not been convicted; third, 
it refunds to them the pay and ai- 
lowances forfeited upon conviction; 
fourth, it appoints a board of clem- 
ency and review consisting of three 
persons versed in the law who shali 
have power and jurisdiction to re- 
view, revise, modify, reserve or ah- 
nul sentences imposed by courts- 
martial since April 6, 1917, in casts 
of crimes involving felonies; fifth, 
the measure applies equally to all 
engaged in the military or naval 
service, and who were subject to

Washington, July 21.—The servics- 
at-cost plan for operation of street 
railways was taken tip by the fed- 
eral electric railways commission 
today in resuming its inquiry into 
the street railway question. 

L, R. Nash, of Stone and Webster, 
testified that most of the experi- 
ments in service-at-cost operation 
had been successful, the element:

Newspaper Education. 

Mr. Culkins said thorough discus- 
sion of the plan in the newspapers 
had helped to educate the public 
that street car fares must go up 
just as other things advanced in 
price and that the operating corr- 
pany was entitled to a return on iis 
investment. 

“You can’t buy seven cents worth 
of sugar for a nickel, without run- 
ning the risk of ‘short weight or 
sand,” he said. “It’s just the same 
with the street car lines as it is 
with coffee, and coal, and hogs, and 
hominy. The price must go up for 
the ride.” 

“We don’t claim the Cincinnati 
plan is a perfect 36,” said Mr. Cul- 
kins, summing up his experiences. 
“But we have found it fairly suc- 
cessful. It might well work in other 
cities although conditions vary in 
varying communities.” 

Public Commission. 

Mr. Draper said he believed the 
only alternative of the service-at- 
cost plan to solve the financial strin- 
gency of which many companies are 
complaining was to put street rail- 
ways under public service commis- 
sions with power to adjust rates to 
meet varying conditions. 

L. S. Storrs, president of the Con- 
necticut company, said exténsion 
made by street railways into un- 
profitable territory was responsibie 
in large measure for their present 
predicament. Much of this “extrav- 
agance” in building he blamed on 
political bodies and commissions, 
which ordered construction withour 
sufficient investigation of the terri- 


tory to be developed. As a result 
Mr. Storrs said real estate men and 
land owners in outlying sectiona 
benefited at the expense of the traf- 
fic companies, | 

“For years,” he said, “the patrons 
have obtained more service than 
they paid for and the companies 
could not have continued in opera- 
tion without support from the short 
haul business of the more populous 
centers.”

PLAN EQUALIZATION 
OF SHIPPING RATES 


South Atlantic Ports Will 
Profit by Plans of Rail- 
road Administration. 


That the railroad administration 
will plan at once for an equaliza- 
tion of shipping rates which will 
make it possible for the South At- 
lantic ports to bid on equal terms 
with the port of New York for the 
tonnage of the middle western states 
was the report brought from. Wash- 
ington by J. Prince Webster, for- 
merly rate expert of the railroad 
commission who represented Geor- 
gia at a hearing on rates before 
appointees of the administration. 

The hearing was conducted be- 
fore Edward W. Chambers, direc- 
tor of traffic, and Max Thelm, di- 
rector of public service, who ren- 
dered an immediate decision in 
favor of equalizing rates after 
hearing the witnesses, all of whom 
appeared on behalf of better oppor- 
tunities for the south Atlantic ports. 

The middle western states and 
others nearer the Atlantic coast 
were well represented, . and urged 
lower rates. to the southeastern 
ports, both because in many in- 
stances shippers would find it more 
convenient ‘to use them if rates 
were favorable, and because their 
wider use would enable: traffic to 
move faster. These ports. can all 
be kept open the entire year, and 
will have a notable influence with 
the new rates in effect, in develop- 
ing trade with the Latin-American 
countries. 

Mr. Webster was most enthusi- 
astic over the possibilities for com- 
mercial expansion now offered the 
south, with nine ships ready for 
business in the south Atlantic ports, 
provided sufficient tonnage is sent 
from the interior manufacturing 
towns. 

Matthew Hale, president of the 
South Atlantic Maritime corporation, 
who secured these nine ships from 
the government, will: be in Atlanta 
within a few days to perfect an 
organization looking to the develop- 
a the south Atlantic ports, 
a wo which will be much easier 
now that the ports can compete with 
New York for inland trade.

SALE OF MANSION 


House Passes the Senate 


Measure Increasing the 
Salary of Commissioner 
_ of Commerce and Labor. 


A bill introduced in the house 
Monday morning by Representative 


| Williams, of Walton county, proposes 


to ihvestigate the advisability of 
selling the present mansion owned 
by the state and occupied by Gov- 
érnor Hugh M. Dorsey, and pur- 
chasing mvre suitable property for 
a new mansion, or exchanging the 
property now occupied by the man- 
sion for other property that could 
be used to a better advantage. 

Mr. Williams’ bill provides for 
the creation of a committee to be 
composed of the governor, president 
of the senate, two senators, and 
three representatives to conduct in- 
vestigations and receive proposals 
from individuals or companies who 
might.wish to buy the present man- 
sion or exchange other property for 
it. This committee would be re- 
quired to report its findings to the 
general assembly. 

The senate bill providing for an 
increase from $2,400 to $3,600 
in the salary for the state commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor, was 
passed by the house, the vote being 
110 for to 13 against the measure. 

An extra appropriation for :the 
Georgia Training School for Girls, 
in Fulton county, was proposed ina 
bill introduced by Messrs. Hendrix, 
Moore and Smith, the Fulton dele- 
gation in the house. The money 
requested will be used for a sewer, 
water system and a dormitory, all of 
which are badly needed at this insti- 
tution. It is also proposed to in- 
stall new furniture.

A billbgproviding that the Georgia 
railroad commission shall be 
changed to the Georgia public serv- 
ice commission, and that the rail- 
road board of the state shall be 
reorganized, which is being pushed 
by Representative Milton, of Dodge 
county, is one of tha important 
measures that will be considered in

This measure proposes to enlarge 
the powers of the reorganized com- 
mission, and to increase its juris- 
diction and activities. It will be 
given jurisdiction over sleeping 
car companies and public service 
corporations, and these acmnanieh, 
it is proposed, -hall make tax re- 
turns through the commission. An 
enral lieense fee for the matinte- 
nance ‘of the commission shall be 
levied upon the companies, should 
the Milton bill receive the approval 
of the general assembly. 

The bill against lynching, which 
has been endorsed by Governor 
Hugh Dorsey, will also be brotight 
un during the week, it is thought.

No Shortage If Customers 
Will Buy Only What They 
Need, Says Raley. 


“Tf the retail grocery merchants 
of the city will advise their custom- 
ers to purchase only the amount of 
sugar they normally need for a 
short period, giving them assurance 
that more can be obtained when 
that runs out, there will be abso- 


lutely no trouble about supplying 
all consumers, and there will be no 
sugar shortage.” 

This statement was made last 
night by J Raley, of Raley 
Brothers, one of the most important 
firms of sugar factors in Atlanta, 
representing not only the Savannah 
refinery, but the Colonial Sugar 
company, of Louisiana, and _ the 
clarified sugar interests of New Or- 
leans, 

“The government has offered for 
Sale 17,000,000 pounds of sugar in 
New Orleans,” said Mr. Raley, ‘‘and 
25,000 bags of 100 pounds each have 
been purchased for Atlantm. More 
than 4,000 bags have already arrived 
in the city, and the balance of the 
2,500,000 pounds will,be shipped im- 


mediately.” 

Mr. Raley staté@d that this was the 
“plantation” ranulated sugar 
which. has been held by the govern- 
ment; and that in addition to the 
25,000 bags that have been pur- 
chased by Atlanta merchants from 
the government in New Orleans 
there will be about 2,000 barrels, or 
700,000 pounds of clarified sugar 
here at once, which can be allotted 
to manufacturers, relieving the de- 
mand for standard granulated. 

“In fact,” said Mr. Raley, “thére 
is more sugar coming into the city 
by far than has ever come under 


dented demands which have been 
largely augmented by the fruit and 
preserving season, will soon fall off 
} because the canning season is prac- 
tically over.” 

Mr. Raley also attributed the big 
demand for sugar in = to pro- 
hibition, saying that the govern- 


tioneries in place of drinking alco- 
holic beverages. Candy manufac- 
turers are using a great portion of 
the sugar now demanded, he de- 
clared. 

Mr. Raley stated that the govern- 
ment has deferred the export obli- 
gations of the refineries for July, 
which also ought to greatly relieve 
the situation. He further said that 
there is the greatest abundance of 
raw sugar on hand, and that since 
the exports have been stopped by 
the refineries for this month, that 
much of their raw sugar will be re- 
fined for the Ameérican people. 

“It is up to the retail grocery 
merchants to warn their customers 
to buy only what sugar they actu- 
ally need, and if the people will take 
this advice, there is no reason why 
anyone should go without sugar, 
‘for there Was never a greater prom- 
ise of raw sugar in sight.” he said. 
“This coming crop, which will be 
due about the first of November, is 
expected to exceed 1,000,000 tons. 
The present holdings of raw sugar 
belong to the government, which 
allows the refineries to charge 
only 9 cents for it after it has been 
refined. That has been the salva- 
tion of the country, so far as price 
is concerned,” said Mr. Raley, “for 
had not the government kept the 
vrice down it would probably be 
between 15 and 20 cents a pound in 
the country today.”

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Describing the successes and mo- 
mentary failures that are a part of 
the writing game, and offering her 
co-operation in: bringing. a perma- 
nent motion picture .studio_ to .At- 
lanta, Mrs. Jacques Futrelle, former 
Atlantan, related her experiénce in 
the field of fiction to’a-large audi- 
ence Monday afternoon in Edisén 
hall. : 

Mrs. Futrelle, who is a nationa 
figure in the literary world of 
America, was the principal speaker 
at the meeting of the Atlanta 
Writers’ club. In speaking of suf- 
frage, a subject that-she stated she 
knows very little about, Mrs. Fu- 
trelle said that she did not believe 
in militant methods: but that “the 
women can get. most anything they 
want from the men who are their 


husbands, fathers, brothers, and 
sweethearts by jollying them along.” 

In explaining the’ road that most 
writers travel, the speaker stated 
that she: did‘ not start at the begin- 
ning but rather.in the middle. She 
learned the first stages of the game 
from her husband, whose writings’ 
were brought to an abrupt end. b: 
the sinking of the Titanic, in whic 
disaster he lost his life. Mrs. Fu- 
trelle pointed out that it is almost 
necessary for a writer to know ex- 
actly what the magazines want and 
to write stories “to order.” To do 
this, it is wetl to know the éditors 
of the various magazines and mo- 
tion picture ‘producers. 

Mrs. Futrelle, who lives in Seitu- 
ate, Mass., a little town in which 
many successful writers live, one of 
the most widély known being Irvin 
Ss.

laws regulating automobiles. Si- 
multaneouly with an appeal sent by 
County Commissioner L. T. Y. Nash 
to Secretary of State 8. G. MeLén- 
don, and signed by 37 citizeus of 
the county, asking that the appoint- 
méent of W. H. Braswell as automo- 
bile inspector be. é¢xtended to 90 
days, the secretary received a re- 
port from Mr. Braswell giving the 
names of 26 persons charged with 
Violating the motor vehicle law in 
DeKalb in the last weék.

Washington, July 21.—The south’s 
peanut crop this year promises to be 
a millicn bushels larger than last 
year’s. Forecasts of the crpo in the 
various states, just announced by 
the department of agriculture, which 
bases its estimate on conditions ex- 
isting July 1, show a total crop of 
55,531,000 bushels, compared with 
54,434,000 bushels last year. 

Alabania leads as a producer, 
growing more than one quarter of 
the country’s output, but her crop 
this year shows a decrease of 
1,700,000 bushels from last year. 
All the other peanut-growing states 
east of the Mississippi river except- 
ing Florida, also show smaller 
crops this year, while the states 
west of the Mississippi—Arkansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas—show in- 
creases. Texas, with an increase of 
almost 5,000,000 bushels, makes this 
year’s total crop for the country 
larger than last year’s.

“1, France, England and the United 
States have formed a defensive al- 
liance against Germany; as for Italy, 
they have neither tnterpellated nor 
invited her to jotn this new post- 
war entente. 
“2. France, England the United 
States added to the preliminary 
treaty of peace to Germany article 
14, stipulating that the treaty shall 
be valid with the ratification of 
France, England and the United 
States on the one hand and that of 
Germany on the other. The ratifica- 
tion of Italy, who joined in signing 
the preliminaries, has been consid- 
ered unnecessary for the validity of 
the final treaty. 

“3. France, England and the 
United States have proceeded to the 
distribution of the former German 
colonies, assigning most of them to 
England or her dominions, some to 
France, a very small portion to Ja- 
pan. Italy has thus been excluded 
from participating in the distribu- 
tion as well as in the assignation of 
the colonies, and she has been 
granted, in fulfilheent of article 13 
of the pact of London. the right to 
rectify the boundaries of her col- 
Onies in Eritrea, Somaliland and

STRIKE OF THE SEAMEN 
MAY REACH RAILROADS 


New York, July 21.—With no sign 


of a settlement of the marine 
strike the situation became more 
aéute today when the marine en- 
gineers definitely broke off ngotia- 
tions with the United States ship- 
ping board and the American Steam- 
ship association. ‘They aligned 
themseives with the firemen, oilers, 
cooks, water tenders and others who 
have been on strike for more than 
two weeks and both sides reiter- 
ated their determination not to 
yield. 

The possibility of an extension 
of the strike to involve the rail- 
roads appeared today when the fire« 
men, oilers and tenders on two tugs 
of the New York, Ontario and 
Western railroad walked out. At 
the same time it was reported from 
Portland, Me., that the erew of a 
tug owned by the Lehigh Valley 
railroad had deserted their boat. 

The cosmopolitan, character of the 
strikers was emphasized today 
when their leaders began the or- 
ganization into locals of negroes 
both here and at Norfolk, Va. 
Chinese, Spanish and Portuguese 
branches already have been formed 
and a number of the leaders are 
Scandinavians. 

The American Steamship associa- 
tion decided at a meeting late to- 
day to have no further negotiations 
with the strikers and to make no 
more concéssions. 

Franklin D. Mooney, vice presi- 
dent of the association, said that 
the organization was solidly 
against the closed-shop principle. 
He added that some of their ships 
were moving and that others would 
be moved. 

UNION SEAMEN HELD 
BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

New Orleans, July 21.—Arrest of 
Conrad Anderson at the steamship 
Managua by a department of justice 
agent followed by the filing ofan af- 
fidavit late today with United States 
Commissioner Brown charging the 
prisoner with obstructing the Unit- 
ed States mailes by interfering with 
the crew was the first federal ac- 
tion here in the seamen’s strike, 
which has almost tied up shipping. 

The Managua, whose crew struck 
Friday, cleared yesterday after 
union officials had announced the 
owners had agreed to sign terms. 
It carries mail between Bluefields 
Nicaragua and New Orleans. An- 
derson, who gave his addressas head- 
quarters of the Sailors’ and Sea- 
men’s union here, is alleged to have 
threatened members of the. crew if 
they did not strike. Other pickets 
near were not arrested.

FOR HARVESTING CROPS 


Each One Honor Bound to 
Bring to Harvest Every 
Crop Planted. 


Washington, July.—(Special.)— 
The children of America, enlisted in 
the United States school garden 
army, are put upon their honor to 
bring to harvest every crop that 
has been planted, acetording to a 
communique just issued from “Wash- 
ington headquarters of the U. 8. 8. 


G., bureau of education, department 
of the interior. 

The little soldiers, who carry over 
their shoulders the hoe and rake, 
“the tools by which human society 
has built its fabric,” are called upon 
to “see it through,” to tend faith- 
fully every crop already planted, 
and to carry out the enlistment 
Pledge to “raise one or more food 
crops during the season of 1919,” 

Reports from every section of the 
country indicate that the garden 
tasks are hailed with joy by the 
children, and that in the gargen 
they find a fascination that rivals 
any .outdoor game ever invented, 
and boards of education, superin- 
tendents of schools, garden teachers, 
supervisors, commercial clubs, cham- 
bers of commerce, and women’s or- 
ganizations, have already given the 
heartiest indorsement to the work 
of the United States school garden 
army, and pledged themselves to 
continue their co-operation until the 
close of the garden.year. 

Gardens and Banks, 

Garden “paths lead straight to the 
savings bank’s windows, and the 
young gardeners tread these paths 
every week, while in the _ school- 


ed out that there is the making of 
the finest community” spirit—thne 
spirit of one flag and one Tanguage 
-——that the world has ever seen. In 
a message from Washington head- 
quarters it is emphasized that in the 
garden the child learns to help pull 
the load and the commissioner of 
education says that while “It is not 
good for children to be ground in 
the mills, sweated in the shops, of 
buried in the mines, it is good for 
them to work joyously out of doors, 
with their feet in the soil, their 
heads in the sunshine, and their 
lungs filled with good, fresh air: 
to work until they are hungry and 
tired and will eat heartily and sleep 
soundly as a result. This kind of 
work gives strength of muscle, 
steadiness of nerve, a strong pulse- 
beat, a clear eye, and strength of 
endurance.” 

The massage addressed to the 
millions of boys and girls in the 
garden ranks in the United States, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii and Philippine 
Islands, and to the 560,000 garden 
teachers of the United States, says: 
“To fail to bring to harvest that 
which has been planted is immoral. 
School days, for the year are over, 
and millions of boys and girls will 
be turned loose with no provision! 
for using their time constructively 
either in recreation or work. 


Chance for Work. 


“School gardens and’school-super- 
vised home gardens will fufnish the 
greatly. needed opportunity for con- 
structive employment. Gardens 
must not be neglected during -the 
summer months. No surer way 
could be devised of killing the great 


‘garden movement than to allow the 


weeds to destroy the crops alread 
started by the boys and girls. ’ 

“Teachers should remain at their 
work until harvest time. This is 
being done by many teachers, ana if 
it can be done by all will eliminate 
any chance ‘of failure. 
teachers cannot afford to have fail- 
ure overtake their work.” 

Reports received at Washington 
from every section of the United 
States and territorial possessions in- 
dicate that the most intense enthusi- 
asm prevails in the ranks of the 
young gardeners, and already gar- 
den fairs gnd exhibits have been 
held in maj§y southern states, with 
arrangements being perfected for 
similar exhibits in northern, eastern 
and western states. Weekly 
den markets are maintained by 
many divisions of the United States 
school garden army, and there is 
emphatic warrant for believing that 
the record of $15,000,000 of food- 
stuffs produced by the children of 
the U. S. S. G. A., in 1918, will be 
more than doubled.

Atlanta May Have 
Air Route Station 
In the Near Future 


“Step lively, please; next plane 
for San Francisco starts in five min- 
utes,” will be the cry of a brand- 
new kind of conductor soon, if the 
proposed plans of the Lawson Air- 
line Transportation company are 
successful. 

According .to letters received in 
Atlanta yesterday, this concern, cap- 
italized in Milwaukee, will complete 
the first of a number of planes to 
be used in transcontinental passen- 
ger flights, connecting the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific coast and the Great 
Lakes with the Peninsula State at 
an early date, and one of the ships 
will start on a path-finding tour 
of the United States. 

This ship will carry 26 passen- 
gers and it is estimated, will trav- 
el at a speed of 100 miles per hour.

Helsingfors on Friday.

Representative McFadden was 
called on by Mr. Williams to make 
good his charges before the com- 
mittee, and Chairman McLean an- 
nounced that the Pennsylvania rep- 
resentative would testify in~ the 
hearing. The comptroller will re- 
sume his testimony when the com- 
mittee meets again Wednesday, ad- 
journment having been taken until 
that time to permit consideration 
tomorrow of the bill of Senator 
Calder, republican, New York, to 
abolish the office of comptroller. 


What Williams Says. 


In answering the McFadden 
charges, Mr. Williams derfied any 
connection with the Arlington deal 
except that he had suggested ac- 
quisition of the site to Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo and had in- 
troduced a representative of the 
Owners to the secretary. He told 
the committee his brother-in-law, 
Lewis C. Williams, of Richmond, 
Va., had been attorney for the 
owners since 1914. 

Comptroller Williams declared he 
felt “deep indignation that any mem- 
ber of congress would make charges 
of that kind without the silghtest 
ground or foundation for them and 
then, when notified to come before 
the committee, fail to appear.” He 
said he hoped the Pennsylvania con- 
gressman would not place himself in 
the position of a “licensed slanderer” 
under cover of being a member of 
congress and make charges before a 
house committee that he “dare not 
make before a senate committee.” 

“I don’t know if there is any 
foundation or not for your state- 
ment, Mr. Comptroller,” said Chair- 
man McLean, “but I think the com- 
mittee, under the circumstancea, 
should hear any statement you care 
to make contradicting the newspaper 
reports relating to the McFadden 
charges.” 

“Untrue and Distorted.” 


Accusations of John Poole, presi- 
dent, and Frank J. Hogan, director, 
of the Federal National bank. of 
Washington, that the comptroller 
had discriminated against that in- 
stitution were denied by Mr. Wil- 
liams as “wholly untrue” and dis- 
torted, 

The comptroller declared be bore 
no malice toward the Federal Na- 
tional bank and said that about a 
year ago he arranged through his 
connection with the finances of the 
railroad administration to have the 
bank become a. depositary for five 
or six small railroads.
